LOS ANGELES, Oct. 18.—I[To the 
Editor of The Times: ] The day ap- 
proaches when the voters of this 
county are tq decide whether bonds 
in large quantities are to be tasued 
for flood control, under a system, the 
controlling qualities of which are, to 
say the least, extremely doubtrul. 

Some of us, who have been long 1 
the county know that there are sea- 
sons when the debris brought down 
from the mountaing will fill any ar- 
tificial channel, after which the wa- 
ters, breaking over, would 4s aon, 
seek their own ways to the sea, an 
right here is a point which appears 
to have received little attention which 
in reality would prove to be the larg- 
est factor in the entire equation. 

Whenever the county shall con- 
struct an artificial channel for any 
stream or river, and turn ite waters 
into such channel, by this act it will 
assume the responsibility of keeping 
them there, and the menaced lands, 
now worth perhaps $100 or $200 per 
acre would immediately jump into the 
thousands, and when tie waters would 
break over and away from these chan- 
nels, as every sane man knows they 
will break away, the county would 
face the dilemma of paying for these 
lands at their enhanced value, and 
through the years to come the amount 
of bonds asked for would be a baga- 
tello in comparison to the amount re- 
quired for this purpose, The proposed 
system, it would seem, was wrong 
anyway; instead of hurrying these wa- 
ters to the sea, they should be im- 
pounded in the canyons, and conserved 
to be drawn upon as needed, during 
droughts and seasons; if simply 
impounded and allowed by percoiation 
to find their way te the valleys they 
would greatly increase the area of 
damp lands, and augment the flow of 
every well and spring, and thus give 
returns for the investment. 

I would not wish to be understood 
as not being public spirited, and yet 
I feel that the taxpayers had better 
think twice, or thrice if need Be, be- 
fore they saddle themselves. and those 
who are to come after them with these 
bills of damage throughout all the 
years to follow. We do not have the 
moral right to lay these burdens on 
the generations of the future. I would 
favor that those owning the menaced 
lands form themselves into a flood 
control district, and then let the coun- 


ty give them outright such moneys 


as might be needed to impound, or 
make artificial channels, as might be 
deemed best, under their own super- 
vision, and thus eliminate all ques- 
tions of future damage, and so long 
as this future menace to the public 
hangs over the proposition shall I 


feel justified in opposing it.

In re the proposed bond scheme of the 
Board of Supervisors, Gov. Pingree, 
Michigan's famous Governor of a few 
years ago, sald that “When you make 
public expenditures, make them for 
the whole people,” and that was his 
great ficht.

Will Gov. Johnson be allowed to 
appear before the Friday Morning 
Club, one of the largest in the State, 
at its luncheon tomorrow, and speak 
on the anti-party law?

PIONEER JUDGE 


PASSES DIVIDE. 


LEMUEL ©. MKEEBY, WHO WAS 
WELD KNOWN IN STATE'S 
HISTORY, IS DEAD. 


Unable to recuperate from an I- 
neas developed by the shock sustained 
when he fell downstairs last May, 
Lemuel Clarke McKeeby, one of the 
best-known figures in the history of 
California, died late Tuesday night at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. A. G. 
Bartlett, Vista del Mar, Hollywood. 

Mr. McKeeby was born in New 
York City. He studied law and as a 
young man practiced in hie native 
city. When gold was discovered in 
California and the rush started Mr. 
McKeeby joined it. He arrived on the 
Pacific Coast in 1850. 

For the next twenty yeare he was 
identified prominently as an attorney, 
judge and mine superintendent, with 
the development of the new land. 
Two years after he had arrived here 
he met Miss Caroline Sampson, a 
young woman who had made the trip 
around the Horn from her home in 
Massachusetts to join her parents in 
California. A love affair developed 
that resulted in their marriage short- 
ly after. Mrs. Mekeeby died eight 
years ago. Following her death Mr. 
McKeeby sold the home and went to 
live with his daughter. 

Mr. McKeeby served as circuit judge 
in California and Nevada. In 1866, 
while sitting on the bench in Nevada, 
Judge McKeeby was the first to in- 


terpret the fourteenth amendment to 


the Constitution of the United States, 
permitting a negro to testify. His 
ruling so incensed Hal Clayton, At- 
torney-General of Nevada at that 
time, that Mr. Ciayton left the court- 
room in a huff. 

Another distinction won by Mr. Mc- 
Keeby during his long career on the 
Pacific Coast was that of being the 
first white Alcade (or Mayor) of San 
Buena ventura. As a Mason, he was 
master of Manzanita lodge No. 102 
five years and master of Ventura 
lodge five years. 

In addition to the daughter Mr. Me- 
Keeby leaves one son, George IL. Me- 
Keeby, a local attorney. 

At the time of his death Mr. Me- 
Keeby was known as the oldest Mason 
in California, Funeral services will be 
conducted in the Masonic Temple, 
Pico and Figueroa streets, at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon.

Harry Duncan, the coward who had 
the “nerve” to shoot out of the dark- 
ness and kill Police Sergeant John 
Francis Toolen when there was no 
certainty that the bullet would miss 
his own mother, gave up without a 
struggle shortly after 8 o'clock yester- 
day morning, when he was accosted 
on the highway near Shorb Station 
by Constable James T. Day. Daylight 
filled Duncan’s heart with fear. He 
was no longer protected by the night, 
when all people of Hke character show 
their “bravery,” but was brought face 
to face with a man of determination, 
a man of real courage, and he sur- 
rendered. 

After the prisoner was locked up at 
Central Police Station he discussed the 
shooting and his escape with calm- 
ness, But that was due more to the 
fact that his interviewers refrained 
from ruffling him than to natural 
bravado or coolness. 

His whole story was marked with 
admissions of “I was afraid.” That was 
his answer when asked why he fled 
from home after firing the fatal bul- 
let, and it was the explanation of his 
failure to resist arrest. But he said

Six million American citizens, all going 
peacefully about their various duties, yet 
all capable at a moment's notice of answer 
ing the call to defend their country, is a 
practical plan of preparedness that ought 
to appeal to the patriotism of a strong self- 
supporting nation. This, as a programme 
of home defense, has met the approval of 
the President and by the co-operation of the 
people at a very small expense will be as 
effective as any form of conscription, at 
the same time keeping us free from the 
burden of a standing army and the peril 
of imbibing the military spirit. 

We have a hundred million men and wom- 
en all ready to stand by their flag to the 
last ditch if necessary. Six million men, 
capable as well as willing, will make the 
last-ditch-flag-defense a necessity that will 
never materialize. 

The success of the plan does not depend 
on any large appropriation from Congress, 
though it will probably entail an addition 
to the number of permanent military offi- 
cers trained to the science and strategy of 
modern operations in the field. For the 
work of officering large armies cannot be 
taken up as a side issue; it requires the 
full time and concentration of all special 
work. 

But as regards, the rank and file of such 
a citizen army,/its success depends solely 
on the public spirit of the nation. A chance 
is thus given democracy to prove itself as 
valuable. preparedness for foreign ag- 


gression as it has proved its excellence in 


fostering the occupations of peace. Our 
country asks us to combine for the protec- 
tion of our flag in a way possible for every 
citizen without losing too much valuable 
time or incurring new financial burdens. 

In this scheme for national defense em- 


| ployers and employees are asked to co 


operate jointly—employers in granting their 
men sufficient leave of absence to engage 
in two months of military training in each 
of three years, and the men to devote that 
amount of time to learning the qualifications 
that without unnecessary delay will turn a 


warrior. 

The d line, the physical training, the 
ability to ink and act smartly resulting 
from two ths of camp life will not be a 


loss to those who thus show their devotion 
to their country and their flag in a practical 
way. Should a call to arms never come— 
and at the same time we shall be increas- 
ing our efforts to prevent Its coming—these 
citizen soldiers will have acquired extra 
vigor and strength for carrying on the 
strenuous fights of everyday life. 
Employers, too, should consider the badge 
of the citizen soldier as a badge of distinc- 
tion and honor and other things being equa! 
preference and promotion should go to 
who have availed themselves of the 
opportunity to get the military discipline. 
After the three years are up Habllity for 
service, except in case of actual war. ceases 
On employers, then, to a great extent 
depends the success of the movement. Men 
devoting part of their time to military serv- 
fee should be insured agafhst any loss of 
position or serious decrease in their wages. 
We may take it for granted that volunteer 
citizen soldiers ready to fit themselves for 
meeting any national emergency will be the 
pick of our civilian population. We believe 
not only will such be held in high honor by 
their friends and neighbors but quicker pro- 
motion and better wages will follow. 
At any rate we feel sure that the taunt 
will never be applicable tn America that 
Lord Northcliffe hurled against his fellow 


British subjects, namely that “the patriots 


go to war and the skunks remain behind to 
steal the business of the absent soldier.” 
If we do raise a defense army of six million 
citizens, every man and woman in America 
will see that no single one of them loses 
anything for his patriotic devotion. 


SOLID BASIS. 

Nothing is so wearing and disturbing 
to the human mind as uncertainty and sus- 
pense. And for many years property own- 
ers in the north and northwest section of 
Los Angeles have been kept in a constant 
state of uncertainty. There has been much 
talk—big talk—of improvements to come 
which would open up the hill section and 
counterbalance the movement to the south. 
The civic center plans, opening Bunker Hill, 
tun through the hills, viaducts, the Sil- 
ver parkway improvements, widening 
First street, extending and improving Tem- 
ple street—all of these and many more im- 
provi tes have been discussed and at 
times so far little has ma- 
terlalized. 

Now there is another chance to put prop- 


erty in a large and rapidly growing section 


of the city on a solid basis by making the 
open cut through First street, as proposed 
by the Holmes plan, and by voting the 
bonds for the Civic Center as proposed by 
the N.E.W. Commercial and Improvement 


| Association and other organizations, and by 


carrying out the plans for the new bridge 
across the river, giving direct communica- 
tion with Glendale, Tropico, San Fernando 
Valley, and a large section of territory, de- 
sides opening up a hitherto little known 
“close in” section of the city. 

With these three improvements assured; 
with the widening and improving of First 
street and the improvement of Temple 
street to Western avenue, a revival of val- 
ves and of improvements would at once 
result which would far exceed the neces- 
sary outlay to make these needed improve 
ments. The extension of the Temple street 
car line to a connection with the Vermont 
avenue line, at least, would accommodate 
a large number of people now located in 
that section and would bring a rapid growth, 
for with a direct line into the city this 
would become a desirable residence section, 
within easy distance of the downtown dis 
trict. 


The definite settlement of the First street 
opening and of the Civic Center location, 
would bring about the other changes auto- 
matically. These two are the vital issues 
today which every citizen who has the 
good of the city as well as his own personal 
interests at heart should seriously consider 
and support. If these two projects fai] to 
materialize soon it will mean another in- 
definite period of waiting, worry and un- 
certainty for the people who have strug- 
led against adverse circumstances and 
steadily declining values for the past dozen 
or more years. It will mean another serious 
set-back to every piece of property north 
of Sixth street. Those who have mado 
large investments and are now getting goo ! 
returns for them, between Fourth and

President Wilson—eo the dispatches say— 


is about to illustrate his patriotism by 
espousing the Republican policy of pro- 
tection.

And 
into that fight will enter, along with 
Europe, the South American countries 
and Canada and Japan.”

Europe, while Germany and France and 
England and Austria and Italy will make 
determined efforts to win back their lost 
markets. 

“To ignore such a condition of affairs 
wholly probable to happen,” said Senator 
Borah in his Boston speech, “is to leave 
the workingmen of this country exposed to 
a situation only less cruel than war is, to 
leave millions of them without work and 
on the ragged edge of hunger.” 

Europe, when she emerges from this war, 
will be, industrially at least, a new Burope. 
If nothing else happens, that will happen. 
Just ag the organization of great armies, 
the disciplining, feeding and clothing of 
them during the Civil War taught us the 
value of unity on a vast scale, taught us 
the value of organization and co-operation; 
and just as this spirit of unity and organiza- 
tion was transferred by us from the fields 
of war to the peaceful flelds of industry, so 
will it be, only a more tremendous scale, in 
Europe. 

Our vast railroad enterprises, our great 
industrial combinations, our gigantic busi- 
ness organizations were the rational and 
legitimate result of the vast operations 
of the Civil War. Germany even before 
the war was the most thoroughly organized 
and disciplined industrial nation in the 
world—her history since 1870 has been a 
marvel—efficient, self-contained, self-help- 
ing, masterful. She will be even more thor 
ougy organized after the war. 

England and France have also learned in 
the crue) school of war the lesson of unity 
in industrial Ufe, learned how to mobilize 
and discipline the capacity and energy of 
their people. The period following the Aus- 
trian war—the Franco-Prussian war—our 
own Civil War—edvises us how quickly a 
people transfer the energy and capacity for 
organization from the battlefield to the 
factory. 

Continuing his speech Senator Norah 
said: 
“At the present time the war pro- 
tects us from competition with the old 
countries, The farmer has not only 
our home market but in part the foreign 
market. After the war he will have to 
fight for hig home market. The Amer 
joan manufacturer is in no less advan- 
tageous position now. Europe no long 
er competes with us as she did before 
and as she will under present laws 
after the war. We are feeding, cloth- 
ing, arming and financing vast armies 
without much competition. 

“It is not altogether an enviable job, 

one of which to boast, but I am 
but stating facts. But when Europe, 
combined Europe, shall send her men 
and her women back to the farm and 
the factory, to the and the 
mine, drilled, disciplined, even buoyant 
for industrial war, then the question 
will be up for us to answer, are we pre- 
pared to meet them on the peaceful 
fields of industry?

TO HIGH COURT. 


COVINA MAN OONVICTED UNDER 
LOCAL ORDINANCE MAKES 
STUBBORN FIGHT. 


M. B. Ahart of Covina is having 
quite a time getting his troubles into 
court. He was arrested by the town 
marshal early in the summer for an 
alleged violation of the municipal or- 
dinance of Covina prohibiting the im- 
portation of liquor, and he was found 
guilty. He appealed to the pecorder’s 
court and was unable to secure his 
liberty. Then he appealed to the Su- 
perior Court, and Judge Taft refused 
to hear the argument involving the 
constitutionality of the ordinance, 
Then the appeal was taken to the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeal, and that body 
disposed of the matter by announcing 
that its members are unable to agree 
on the question whether he should be 
released by the habeas corpus route, 

Ahart, not dismayed, yesterday filed 
a petition in the State Supreme Court 
for a writ of habeas corpus, claiming 
that he is being illegally deprived of 
his liberty; that he was wrongfully 
convicted, and that the ordinance 
that has been his undoing is unconst!- 
tutional and void. 


FOR JUDGE'S SALARY. 


Court of Appeal Issues Writ of 
Mandate Compelling State Control- 
ler to Sign Warrant. 

The District Court of Appeal yes- 
terday issued a peremptory writ of 
mandate commanding State Controller 
Chambers to issue his warrant in favor 
of Howard A. Peaira, Superior judge 
of Kern county, at the rate of $5000 a 
year. 

It seems that prior to May 19, 1915, 
Judge Peairs had been collecting his 
salary at the rate of $5000 annually, 
one-half of which was paid by the 
State and one-half by the county of 
Kern. After that date Mr. Chambers 
refused to issue the warrant of the 
State for one-half of the salary in ex- 
cess of $4000, because of the passage 
of a law by the Legislature fixing the 
salary of tne Superior judge of Kern 
county at that figure. 

The court holds that the law applli- 
cable to the matter is a special act fix- 
ing the salary at $5000 and orders 
that the mandate issue. 


HABEAS CORPUS WRIT.
